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The  Baptist  Female  University  Move- 
ment. 


For  many  years  there  has  been  a  feeling  among  the  Bap- 
tists of  North  CaroUna  that  the  denomination  of  the  State 
in  an  organized  way  should  provide  enlarged  facilities  for  the 
higher  education  of  young  women  under  denominational  con- 
trol. This  feeling  grew  and  deepened  until  it  found  definite 
expression  at  the  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
held  at  Henderson,  N.  C,  in  1889.  At  this  Convention  a 
resolution  was  adopted  which  declared,  * '  That  the  time  had 
come  when  the  Baptists  of  this  State  should  establish  a  school 
for  young  women  of  high  grade  for  the  advancement  of  the 
higher  education  of  the  women  of  our  land." 

Board  of  Trustees  Appointed. 

To  carry  out  this  resolution  a  board  of  twenty-five  trustees 
was  appointed  by  the  Convention,  and  this  board  shortly 
after  its  appointment  proceeded  to  secure  a  location  or  site  for 
the  school.  This  was  found  not  to  be  an  easy  task.  The 
trustees,  however,  having  patiently  investigated  this  difficult 
question,  and  considered  several  tempting  offers  made  by 
various  towns,  decided  to  locate  the  school  in  the  city  of 
Raleigh,  and  a  beautiful  and  commanding  site  was  secured 
for  this  purpose  at  the  corner  of  Blount  and  Edenton  streets 
in  said  city,  one  square  east  of  the  State  capitol,  and  also  one 
square  south  of  the  Governor's  mansion.  A  better  selection 
could  hardly  have  been  made  for  a  school. 

Charter  ObtaiQed. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  in 
1 89 1  a  liberal  charter  was  obtained  for  the  University,  and 
the  work  of  collecting  funds  for  the  enterprise  was  com- 
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menced  in  earnest.  Rev.  Dr.  T.  E.  Skinner  was  the  first 
Financial  Agent,  and  as  such,  served  efficient! 3^  for  a  few 
months,  when  finding  his  health  not  sufficient  to  continue 
the  duties  of  the  position,  he  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by 
Rev.  J.  B.  Boone,  who  did  faithful  service  for  the  school 
until  December,  1892,  when  he  resigned  to  accept  a  call  to 
the  pastorate  at  Windsor,  N.  C.  Mr.  Boone  was  succeeded 
as  Financial  Agent  by  Rev.  O  ly.  Stringfield  in  1893,  since 
which  time  he  has  pushed  this  great  work  before  the  people 
of  North  Carolina  with  an  unflagging  zeal  and  energy  that 
has  brought  success  to  the  enterprise,  and  has  made  the 
name  of  Brother  Stringfield  a  precious  memory  to  our  people 
now  and  in  the  years  to  come. 

Tbe  University  Building  Bsgun. 

In  April,  1895,  the  site  being  paid  for  at  a  cost  of  about 
$12,000,  a  contract  was  entered  into  between  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  and  the  North  Carolina  Car  Company  to 
erect  the  main  building  at  a  cost  of  $37,700.  At  the  time 
the  contract  was  entered  into  there  was  but  little  money  in 
the  treasury.  Tlie  Trustees,  however,  determined  to  go 
forward  with  the  work,  believing  as  they  did,  that  God  would 
put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  carry  the  building  to 
completion.  In  this  they  have  not  been  disappointed.  The 
people  nobly  responded  to  the  appeals  made  to  them,  and 
the  building  has  gone  slowly  but  steadily  forward  to  com- 
pletion, and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  15th  of  July, 
1899.  It  is  a  beautiful  structure  and  a  credit  to  the  archi- 
tect, Mr.  A.  G.  Bauer,  who  is  now  dead.  It  is  said  to  be 
the  most  handsome  school  building  in  the  State.  Certainly 
it  is  the  admiration  of  all  those  who  have  seen  it. 
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The  Good  Won)en's  Movement. 

The  amount  of  $6,000  which  is  necessary  to  finish  the 
main  building  and  furnish  the  same  has  not  been  provided 
for,  and  this  is  now  being  raised.  The  ladies  of  the  State 
have  joined  a  movement  which  was  inaugurated  at  the  session 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  at  Greenville,  N.  C,  in 
December,  1898,  led  by  Miss  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck,  of  Raleigh, 
to  aid  in  raising  this  amount  during  the  present  year.  This 
movement  is  meeting  with  the  most  flattering  success,  and 
every  indication  points  to  the  fact  that  the  ladies  of  the 
denomination  will  accomplish  that  which  they  have  set  out 
to  do. 

flin)  of   the  University. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Universit}^  to  furnish  to  the  young 
women  of  the  South  educational  advantages  equal  in  extent 
and  personal  value  to  those  enjoyed  by  the  opposite  sex  at 
as  moderate  cost  as  possible. 

The  University  is  to  be  an  honor  to  the  denomination 
which  has  so  generously  founded  it,  and  therefore  every 
thing  connected  with  it  must  be  of  the  best  quality.  Every 
one  knows  the  best  can  not  be  had  for  nothing.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  has  put  expenses  for  the  present  at  the  lowest 
possible  figure. 

Buildings. 

Only  one  building  has  been  erected.  This  will  be  com- 
pleted by  July  15th.  It  is  a  handsome  brick  structure  of 
modern  architecture  and  will  accommodate  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  boarders.  It  has  recitation  rooms  and  other  ac- 
commodations for  three  hundred  students.  It  will  be  lighted 
by  electricity,  and  have  two  handsome  bath  and  toilet  rooms 
on  each  of  the  four  floors.  The  furnishings  will  be  excel- 
lent, and  the  heating  and  ventilation  the  most  perfect  yet 
invented. 
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There  will  be  a  large  gymnasium,  art  room  and  the  neces- 
sary practice  rooms  for  music  pupils. 

We  feel  sure  the  friends  of  the  University  will  use  all 
necessary  diligence  in  providing  other  buildings  as  they  are 
needed. 

Laboratories. 

In  every  well-equipped  institution  Physical,  Chemical, 
Botanical  and  Biological  laboratories  are  an  absolute  neces- 
sit3\  These  will  be  fitted  up  as  rapidly  as  funds  can  be  ob- 
tained for  them.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  friends  of 
the  University  may  come  to  her  aid  in  this  work  and  con- 
tribute largeh^  toward  the  support  of  this  very  important 
department  of  the  University. 

Library. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  to  establish  a  complete  library. 
The  University  will  supply  students  with  all  the.  text  books 
used  at  the  usual  retail  price.  The  income  from  this  source 
will  be  used  in  purchasing  a  general  library. 

Friends  of  the  Universit}^  have  already  made  contributions 
to  the  library  fund,  and  others  are  earnestly  invited  to  con- 
tribute books  or  cash,  as  they  are  able. 

Students  of  the  University  will  have  access,  free,  to  the 
public  librarj^  situated  only  two  blocks  from  the  University. 

fldmission  to  the  UQiversity. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 

To  secure  a  room  on  the  campus,  application  must  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  President,  and  accompanied  by  a  deposit 
of  five  dollars,  w^hich  is  forfeited  in  case  the  applicant  with- 
draws, but  otherwise  will  be  credited  as  a  payment  on  first 
college  bill. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  first  year's  course  will  be 
examined  in  the  following  subjects : 
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English. — Analysis  of  the  sentence;  grammatical  construction; 
composition  of  two  hundred  words,  spelling,  punctuation,  para- 
graphing carefully  marked  ;  reading, 

Latin. — Knowledge  of  forms  with  marks  of  quantity  ;  simple  con- 
versational phrases  ;  turning  English  into  Latin  ;  equivalent  of  two 
books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War. 

Mathematics.— Arithmetic  ;  algebra  to  equations  of  second  de- 
gree. 

History.— History  of  the  United  States. 

Special  Courses. 

Admission  to  special  courses  require  the  same  examination 
as  for  first  year's  course.  Candidates  must  consult  the  Presi- 
dent in  regard  to  the  course  of  study  desired. 

Courses  for  Teachers. 

Teachers  who  desire  to  pursue  special  courses,  and  who 
present  to  the  President  satisfactory  testimonials  of  moral 
character  and  successful  teaching,  may  be  admitted  without 
examination.  The  plan  of  the  University  will  allow  such 
teachers  to  take  up  special  courses  at  the  beginning  of  any 
term  during  the  year. 

Courses  of  Study. 

The  course  of  study  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.  B.) 
degree  will  embrace  a  period  of  four  years. 

Students  may  elect  their  courses  with  the  consent  of  the 
President,  but  no  course  will  be  changed  after  a  term  has 
begun. 

Each  year  will  be  divided  into  three  terms  of  three  months, 
each. 

Not  more  than  three  full  subjects  will  be  allowed  a  student 
at  one  time. 

Degrees  will  be  earned  by  subjects  rather  than  by  classes. 

The  various  subjects  offered  follow : 
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Psycbology. — Lectures,  text,  essays,  comparative  reading,  class 
discussion. 

This  subject  will  be  required  of  all  candidates  for  a  degree. 

Pedagogy. — Methods  of  Teaching,  School  Management,  History 
of  Education,  will  be  embraced  under  this  head.  Lectures,  recita- 
tion, original  investigation,  essays  and  class  discussion.  These  sub- 
jects will  be  required  for  Teacher's  Certificate. 

Ethics. — Elementary  principles,  lectures  on  Ethical  Philosophy, 
Essays,  Conscience,  Moral  Law,  Will,  the  Grounds  of  Obligation. 

Logic. — Inductive  and  Deductive  Reasoning,  The  Syllogism  and 
Its  Laws,  Fallacies,  etc.;  recitations,  lectures,  discussions,  written 
work. 

Cc^sar.— Gallic  War;  Books  3  and  4;  selections  from  remaining 
books;  composition;  conversation. 

Virgil.—Six  hooks;  metre;  composition;  details  of  the  story;  con- 
versation. 

Cicero, — Translation;  composition;  historical  study;  sight-transla- 
tion conversation  based  on  the  text. 

Livy. — Translation  at  sight  and  by  hearing ;  study  of  style  ;  lec- 
tures on  his  authority  as  a  historian. 

Horace. — Odes,  epodes,  satires  and  epistles ;  lectures  on  Latin, 
Poetry,  Study  of  Metre ;  History  and  Literary  Style. 

Practice  in  writing  and  speaking  Latin  will  be  given  throughout 
the  course  with  constructive  study  of  Latin  syntax  and  style.

The  course  in  Elocution  embraces  the  whole  theory  and  practice 
in  the  art  of  expression. 

The  first  work  will  include  drill  in  physical  culture,  gymnastics 
and  breathing  exercises,  elementary  vocal  culture,  drill  in  quality, 
pitch,  force,  time  and  slides,  orthoepy,  elementary  gesture.  This 
work  will  be  required  of  all  candidates  for  a  degree. 

The  succeeding  course  will  require  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of 
grammar,  letter-writing,  rhetoric,  advanced  work  in  vocal  culture, 
gymnastics,  aesthetic  physical  drill,  criticism  department,  Shake- 
speare, English  and  American  literature  and  private  lessons.

Grade  I. — Stainer's  Organ  Primer. 
Thayer  i  and  2. 
Preludes  and  Postludes. 
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Grade  II. — Rink  2  and  3, 

Church  Music,  etc. 
Grade  III. — Lemmon's  Organ  School,  i  and  2. 

Bach's  Preludes,  etc. 

Grade  IV. — Study  of  Oratorios,  etc. 
Bach's  Fugues,  etc. 

A  special  course  is  arranged  for  Bnsemble  and  Orchestra  Classes. 

All  instrumental  and  voice  lessons  are  thirty  minutes  long.  Har- 
mony and  theory  lessons  one  hour. 

There  will  be  frequent  public  recitals,  in  which  the  students  are 
expected  to  participate.  These  recitals  will  be  free  to  all  students, 
and  will  furnish  an  excellent  opportunity  to  hear  good  music. 

It  will  be  observed  that  no  limit  as  to  time  has  been  placed 
upon  the  subjects  studied.  This  is  purposely  planned  from 
long  experience. 

Some  students  can  do  more  work  in  a  given  time  than 
others,  and  should  therefore  have  the  opportunity. 

Students  will  take  up  the  subjects  consecutively  as  indi- 
cated. Fifteen  hours  per  week  will  be  required  of  all  from 
time  of  entrance  till  graduation.  All  subjects  marked 
' '  required  ' '  must  be  pursued,  others  are  elective. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  what  is  planned  as  a  four 
years'  course  for  the  average  student  may  be  done  in  a 
shorter  or  longer  time,  owing  to  the  aptness  and  application 
of  the  individual  student. 

Master  of  firts. 

To  be  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  a  student 
must  have  completed  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  Course  in  this  or 
other  institutions  of  accredited  standing  on  one  year's  addi- 
tional work  of  not  less  than  fifteen  hours  per  week.  The 
work  for  this  degree  will  be  assigned  by  the  President  and 
heads  of  departments  in  which  work  is  taken  upon  applica- 
tion of  the  student. 
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College  Life. 

The  college  life  of  the  students  is  expected  to  be  essen- 
tially a  home  life.  Young  ladies  will  be  received  as  such 
and  retained  as  long  as  their  conduct  is  in  harmony  with  the 
life  of  the  college.  Unbecoming  conduct  under  any  circum- 
stances will  place  a  student  in  the  attitude  of  one  out  of 
harmony  with  her  surroundings,  and  will  embarass  her  to 
that  extent  that  she  may  find  it  more  pleasant  to  withdraw. 

Study  of  the  Bible. 

No  education  can  be  sj^mmetrical  without  a  knowledge  of 
the  Bible.  For  this  reason  a  sj^stematic  study  of  the  Bible 
will  be  arranged  under  a  competent  instructor. 

Literary  Societies. 

A  sufficient  number  of  literary  societies  will  be  established 
to  allow  students  frequent  practice  in  composition  and  essay 
writing,  recitations  and  other  exercises  most  beneficial  in 
developing  all  the  powers  of  a  student. 

Reading  Room. 

A  room  will  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  students  to  be 
known  as  the  Reading  Room.  Here  will  be  kept  magazines 
and  papers  of  the  best  tone,  to  which  students  may  have 
free  access.  Important  dailj-  events  of  the  world  will  be  men- 
tioned daily  by  a  teacher  appointed  for  this  duty,  and  proper 
references  given,  so  that  students  by  judicious  reading  may 
keep  up  with  the  important  affairs  of  this  and  other  nations. 

Schedule  of  Expei)ses. 

The  college  j^ear  will  be  divided  into  three  terms  of  three 
months  each.  All  bills  payable  one  term  in  advance.  No 
student  admitted  to  classes  until  all  bills  have  been  paid.

The  application  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  deposit  of  $5.00. 

A  fee  of  $10.00  per  year  will  be  charged  for  a  room  thus 
furnished.  The  $5.00  deposit  will  be  deducted  from  this  fee 
at  time  of  entrance. 
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What  to  Bring  With)  You. 

All  young  ladies  who  board  in  the  Universit}^  will  be  re- 
quired to  bring  with  them  two  pillow  cases,  two  sheets,  half 
dozen  napkins,  as  many  towels  as  they  may  need  and  toilet 
articles.  Place  your  name  in  indelible  ink  upon  all  articles 
to  be  laundried.  It  would  be  well  for  each  student  to  bring 
a  pair  of  blankets. 

Teachers  will  please  comply  v;ith  above  conditions. 

Health  of  tbe  Students. 

Miss  Dixon,  M.  D.,  a  physician  of  fine  ability  and  experi- 
ence, will  reside  in  the  University.  It  will  be  her  duty  and 
pleasure  to  carefully  supervise  the  health  of  the  young  ladies. 

Credit  for  p'ormer  Wor^- 

Students  entering  the  University  will  be  given  credit  for 
all  work  done  in  other  schools  or  colleges.  By  passing  satis- 
factorj^  examinations  they  may  take  up  any  course  of  work 
for  which  they  are  prepared. 

Students  Deficient  io  ^ny  Subject. 

Students  who,  on  entering,  may  prove  deficient  in  certain 
branches,  will  be  allowed  to  make  up  "the  deficiency  when, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  faculty,  it  can  be  done  to  the  advantage 
of  the  student. 

Do  Not  Enter  Without  Preparation. 

We  would  urge  students  not  to  come  to  the  University 
before  they  are  prepared  to  take  up  the  work  with  profit  to 
themselves.  If  j'-ou  have  a  good  high  school  at  home  stay 
in  it  till  3^ou  are  prepared  for  the  University.

AH  over  our  fair  South  land  people  are  beginning  to  real- 
ize that  much  of  the  so-called  education  of  women  has  been 
at  fault. 

The  3^oung  woman  who  returns  from  a  four  years'  course 
in  college  unfitted  by  her  mental  attainments  for  any  useful 
work  in  life  is  a  failure. 

Only  that  education  which  impresses  our  women  with  the 
dignity  of  labor  and  makes  them  helpful  in  their  homes  and 
to  their  fellows  should  be  recognized  as  Christian  education. 

The  South  is  beginning  to  learn  and  appreciate  the  fact 
that  mothers,  whatever  their  station  in  life,  should  teach 
their  daughters  the  importance  of  domestic  accomplishments. 

The  University  proposes  to  help  the  mothers  of  this  State 
in  such  a  noble  work.  She  will  foster  and  encourage  and 
dignify  all  useful  work. 

To  this  end  a  cultured  and  refined  lady  will  be  house- 
keeper and  superintendent  of  the  culinary  department.  She 
will  give  practical  lessons  in  cooking  and  other  work  in  this 
department  to  as  many  j^oung  ladies  as  may  desire  to  receive 
them. 

Furthermore,  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies,  students 
in  the  University,  will  be  selected  to  wait  on  the  tables  and 
do  other  light  work  that  will  not  interfere  with  their  studies 
in  the  University.  For  this  work  they  will  be  given  a  re- 
duction of  $8.00  per  month  on  their  board. 

Noble  young  women  of  North  Carolina  avail  yourselves  of 
this  opportunity  to  be  at  least  partiall}^  self-supporting  and 
independent  and  to  develop  a  love  for  domestic  pursuits. 

Much  of  your  happiness  in  the  future  depends  upon  such 
knowledge.
